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EASTER 


So  easily  we  busy  our  lives  and  train  our  sights  only  on  the  immediate  and  the  transient.  And  so  easily  we  lose 
sight  of  the  underlying  Truth  that  gives  to  life  its  purpose,  its  direction  and  its  goals.  The  Easter  season 
brings  two  reminders  of  that  Truth  and  calls  us  to  live  in  its  light. 


1.  Death  is  a part  of  life , not  only  at  its  end,  but  at  its  every  turning. 
Life  knows  many  deaths,  not  just  one.  The  parting  from  a friend,  the  moving 
from  a home,  the  knowledge  of  suffering  or  pain  or  sorrow, the  leaving  of  a 
job,  enslavement  to  a habit,  the  facing  of  a failure,  the  loss  of  self- 
respect,  and  most  painful  of  all,  despair,  the  loss  of  the  sense  of  purpose 
- these  and  countless  other  painful  experiences  are  of  the  order  of  death 
and  are  a part  of  our  human  living.  These  deaths  are  ours  to  die  - now 
empty  if  only  endured,  but  how  filled  with  possibility  for  good  if  used  to 
enhance  the  living.  The  cross  of  Christ  stands  as  a vivid  symbol  that 
the  life  lived  only  unto  Itself  is  already  dead,  but  that  self-giving  love, 
even  unto  death,  is  the  course  of  life  at  its  fullest  and  highest.  What 
matters  is  not  that  these  deaths  come,  but  how  and  why  we  undergo  them. 
For  death  a part  of  life,  and  "he  who  would  save  his  life  will  lose  it, 
but  whoever  loses  his  life  for  my  sake  will  find  it." 

2.  Life  is  a part  of  death,  of  every  death  and  even  at  its  seeming 
finality.  The  cross  symbolizes  the  way  of  Christian  faith,  but  the  empty 
tomb  is  the  symbol  of  Christian  hope  and  fulfillment.  God  is  the  giver  of 
life,  and  particularly  of  new  life  when  we  will  receive  it.  Out  of  the 
ashes  of  a wasted  life  he  can  bring  forth  abundant  living,  from  the  depths 
of  sorrow,  love;  from  dark  despair,  hope;  from  loneliness,  caring;  from 
failure,  wisdom;  from  enslavement,  freedom;  from  weakness,  power;  from 
dying,  eternal  life.  And  how  is  this  realized?  Again,  through  self-giving 
love.  "We  know  that  we  have  passed  out  of  death  into  life,  because  we  love 
the  brethren."  The  empty  tomb  is  the  witness  to  God's  will  that  life  shall 
become  a part  of  every  death  we  know,  and  that  truly  he  who  gives  his  life 
shall  surely  find  it. 

"Therefore,  my  brothers,  I implore  you  by  God's  mercy  to  offer  your  very 
selves  to  him;  a living  sacrifice,  dedicated  and  fit  for  his  acceptance, 
the  worship  offered  by  mind  and  heart.  Adapt  yourselves  no  longer  to  the 
pattern  of  this  present  world,  but  let  your  minds  be  remade  and  your  whole 
nature  thus  transformed.  Then  you  will  be  able  to  discern  the  will  of  God 
and  to  know  what  is  good,  acceptable  and  perfect."  "Then  the  saying  of 
Scripture  will  come  true:  'death  is  swallowed  up;  victory  is  wonI'....God 
be  praised,  he  gives  us  the  victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  There- 
fore stand  firm  and  immovable,  and  work  for  the  Lord  always,  work  without 
limit,  since  you  know  that  in  the  Lord  your  labor  cannot  be  lost."

50th  SEASON  - OG  and  OB  CAMPS 

The  1963  Older  Girl  and  Boy  Camps  at  Minlwanca  and 
Merrowvista  will  mark  the  50th  consecutive  season  of 
the  Christian  leadership  training  camps.  This  is  a 
wonderful  record  in  youth  training  and  in  youth  work 
generally. 

As  old-timers  know,  the  camps  were  first  held  at  Lake 
Geneva,  Wisconsin,  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  In- 
ternational Sunday  School  Association,  and  under  the 
Directorship  of  John  L.  Alexander  "Kinjl",  and  the 
other  founders  of  the  program.  Sister  camps  were 
later  established  at  Geneva  Point, Lake  Winnepesaukee, 
and  Geneva  Glen  in  Colorado. 

In  1924,  Kinji,  Dad  Waite,  P.  G.  Orwig  "Wadjepi"  and 
Mr.  William  H.  Danforth  and  other  laymen  most  inter- 
ested in  this  program,  decided  to  establish  the 
American  Youth  Foundation,  an  organization  in  which 
they  could  major  in  the  Christian  leadership  training 
of  youth.  After  considerable  exploration  to  find  the 
best  possible  location  for  a mid-west  camp,  the 
property  for  Camp  Mlniwanca  was  purchased.  At  ap- 
proximately the  same  time  grounds  for  an  eastern  camp 
were  donated  by  the  Merrow  family,  and  named  Merrow- 
vista. 

Consistently  through  the  years  the  directors  have 
carried  on  the  program  of  Christian  leadership 
training  of  older  boys  and  older  girls.  The  program 
has  been  adapted  to  meet  the  contemporary  needs  of 
the  campers  as  time  has  gone  by,  but  the  basic  prin- 
ciples and  purposes  of  Christian  Leadership  Training 
have  been  strongly  maintained. 

At  Minlwanca  one  of  the  events  of  the  observance  of 
the  50th  season  will  be  the  dedication  of  a Dad  Waite 
Class  Shelter  - a memorial  to  Dad,  presented  by  Miss 
Miriam  (Midge)  Waite  and  the  Richard  Wall  Family 
(Lucile  Waite).

1963  AT  MINIWANCA

If  you  are  in 
that  group,  and  know  now  that  you  can  come,  please  let 
us  know  about  your  plans  as  soon  as  possible.  Cabin 
leaders  do  not  pay  fees.  They  have  their  room  and 
board  and  tuition  in  the  Leaders'  Institute  in  exchange 
for  their  cabin  leader  services. 

We  hope  many  of  you 
will  be  back  to  join  the  leader  ranks  this  summer. 
Former  Home  Ec's  and  Ag ' s are  also  welcome  to  return  on 
the  staff.  You  Ag's  and  Home  Ec's  can  have  credit  for 
your  camper  classes  and  graduate  from  the  Leaders' 
Institute  in  one  year. 


MERROWVISTA  NEWS

THIS  YEAR  ONE  OF  THE  BIG  NEWS  ITEMS  is  the  move  of  the 
Eastern  office  from  Gardner  to  St.  Louis.  This  move  was 
effected  in  the  middle  of  February,  and  now  all  of 
Merrowvista' s activities  are  being  directed  out  of  the 
St.  Louis  office,  where  we  have  found  it  quite  helpful 
to  have  the  two  offices  consolidated. 

THIS  IS  OUR  FIFTH  YEAR  OF  RENEWED  CAMPING  UNDER  AMERICAN 
YOUTH  FOUNDATION  AUSPICES,  and  we  are  eager  to  reach  our 
enrollment  goals  for  all  of  the  camps.  A particular  ef- 
fort is  being  made  to  increase  Senior  Camp  enrollment, 
and  we  are  hoping  to  have  80  to  90  girls  in  OG,  and  45 
to  50  fellows  in  OB.  The  help  of  our  former  campers  will 
be  very  much  appreciated,  since  they  are  the  ones  who 
know  the  young  people  and  can  make  the  necessary  contacts. 
If  you  know  of  an  outstanding  young  man  or  woman  who 
would  appreciate  the  opportunity  of  camping  at  Merrow- 
vista, then  why  not  suggest  that  possibility  to  him  or 
her.  On  the  other  hand,  you  may  be  aware  of  a source  of 
financial  support  by  which  scholarships  can  be  provided 
for  such  young  people.  The  best  thing,  of  course,  is  to 
find  the  young  person, and  to  find  financial  support,  and 
bring  the  two  together,  thus  enabling  yourself  to  be 
personally  represented  at  Merrowvista  this  summer. 

SCHOLARSHIP  NEEDS  ARE  STILL  GREAT  FOR  OUR  SENIOR  CAMPS  - 
It  is  difficult  for  many  young  people  to  pay  who  find  it 
necessary  to  work  in  order  to  meet  college  expenses,  to 
take  off  two  weeks  for  camp.  It  is  therefore  helpful  if 
scholarship  aid  can  be  provided  for  these  young  people. 
Such  aid  is  available  only  through  the  generous  contri- 
butions and  support  of  our  former  campers  for  whom  their 
Mlniwanca  and  Merrowvista  experience  has  meant  so  much.

The  Sunday  before  Christmas  we 
gave  out  over  fifty  envelopes  so  that  each  child  received 
one.  In  It  we  had  prepared  pictures  of  the  Christmas 
story.  These  pictures  were  sent  to  us  from  Christmas 
cards  and  Sunday  School  materials  from  the  States.  The 
envelopes  also  contained  handkerchiefs,  drawstring  bags, 
etc.,  also  made  possible  by  your  gift.  After  their  Sun- 
day School  program  the  evening  of  Christmas  Day  we  gave 
them  all  candy  - a rare  gift."  ...Through  NANCY  (Blake)

I gave  him  a thorough 
scrubbing,  hair  included,  put  on  clean  clothes,  and  took 
him  to  the  new  school.  He  will  have  lunch  in  school, 
which  is  a distinct  advantage,  since  his  mother's  income 
is  about  $20  a month.  We  helped  him  buy  school  books, 
and  necessary  clothing."  ...  Through  MARGARET  (Haviland) 
MUIR,  help  was  given  to  students  in  Colegio  Andino,  in 
Huanc  ay o , PERU . 

In  the  PHILIPPINES,  HENRY  MACK  used  the  gift  sent  to  him 
for  teaching  girls  of  school  age  to  sew  and  make  their 
own  clothes  and  to  furnish  a leader  to  teach  children 
games  and  songs,  Bible  stories. ..
